Fez. 
Spain is also takin g Moroccan 
town s, an d ^a German war vessel has 
appeared at Agad ir, on e of the ports of 
the coun try . Out of this situation has 
grown a d iplomatic crisis that makes 
■possible a gen eral European war, In ­ 
volvin g n ot on ly the three n ation s men ­ 
tion ed , but Great Britain , 
j Turkey has two uprisin gs on her 
han d s, on e of the Arabs on on e sid e 
bf the empire, in which the Turkish 
(troops have been d riven back by the 
rebels, an d an other on the opposite

It makes on e almost as pess! 
mlstlo as Alfred Ten n y son in his wail 
of "Locksley Hall—Sixty Years Aft­ 
er," where he mourn fully d eclares that 
“ war will d ie out late then will it 
ever, late or soon ?" an d proceed s to 
an swer, "Never till the earth Is d ead 
as y on d ead world we call the moon ." 
That ought to hokl An d rew C arn egie 
for awhile. 
Leavin g Ten n y son , the 
moon an d the laird of Ski bo out of 
the d iscussion . It still Is a fact that 
war Is very much alive in this Hie 
ten th y ear of the twen tieth cen tury . 
The d ove of peace should be very cir­ 
cumspect about where she roosts if 
« ho d oes n ot wan t her feathers shot 
off. 
There is on e hopeful sign , however 
These coun tries In which there is ac­ 
tual fightin g, Haiti. Morocco, Turkey , 
are on the outer frin ge of civilization . 
In Mexico the trouble is almost over, 
an d In Cuba It has scarcely begun . 
As for Fran ce an d Spain , they 
a re on ly 
d oin g police d uty in Morocco. Thus n o 
really civilized coun try n ow has war 
on a scale worth men tion in g. 
For the j 
great n ation s there are on ly porten ts 
of trouble. ‘ Orte hun d red y ears n go a 
gen eral European war would have In ­ 
evitably resulted from such a situation 
as that relatin g to Morocco. Now there 
is a reason able hope that an y war 
whatever may bo averted 
Thus we 
are movin g toward peace, although we 
have n ot y et fully arrived .
